Sec. 1. RCW 28B.101.005 and 1990 c 288 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The legislature finds that many individuals in the state of
Washi ngton have attended coll ege and received an associate of arts or
associate of science degree, or ((++s)) the equivalent, but are
pl acebound.

The legislature intends to establish an educational opportunity
grant program for placebound students who have conpl eted an associ ate
of arts or associate of science degree, or ((+ts)) the equivalent, in
an effort to increase their participation in and conpletion of upper-
di vi si on prograns.

Sec. 2. RCW 28B. 101.010 and 1990 c 288 s 3 are each anended to
read as foll ows:
The educational opportunity grant programis hereby created ((as—a

derpnstration—projeet)) to serve placebound financially needy students
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by assisting them to obtain a baccalaureate degree at public and
private institutions of higher education ((whieh—havethe—capactty—teo

faetHt+es)) approved for participation by the higher education
coordi nating board.

Sec. 3. RCW 28B.101.020 and 1990 c 288 s 4 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) For the purposes of this chapter, "placebound" neans unable to
((relocate—to)) conplete a college program because of famly or
enpl oynment commitnents, health concerns, nonetary inability, or other
simlar factors.

(2) To be eligible for an educational opportunity grant, applicants
nmust be pl acebound residents of the state of Washington as defined in
RCW 28B. 15.012(2) (a) through (d), who: (a) Are needy students as
defined in RCW 28B.10.802(3); and ((whe)) (b) have conpleted the
associate of arts or associate of science degree or ((Hs)) the
equi valent. A placebound resident is one who may be influenced by the
recei pt of an enhanced student financial aid award to ((attenrd—an

branch canpus established pursuant to chapter 28B. 45 RCW) conplete a
baccal aureate degree at an eligible institution. An eligible
pl acebound applicant is further defined as a person ((whese—residence

eiw-stoen)) a baccal aureate course of study but for receipt of an
educati onal opportunity grant.

Grants may be used by eligible participants to attend any public or
private college or wuniversity in the state of Wshington that is
accredited by an accrediting association recognized by rule of the
hi gher education coordinating board for the program and that ((has—an

existing unused capacity.  Gants shall not be used to attend any

REWA) conplies wth eligibility criteria established by rule of the
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hi gher education coordinating board. The participant shall not be
eligible for a grant if it will be used for any prograns that include
religious worship, exercise, or instruction or to pursue a degree in
